time before. He was brought here by two husky 
policemen in a big black car. Apparently calm, he 
smiled and waved to four Communists who paraded 
solemnly before the court with placards denouncing 
his arrest.

State School Are Shown 


Chicago, May 16—(AP)—The 


good and bad point* of Illinois' 
public school system were high- 
lighted in a national survey pub- 
lished today. 


The study, ordered last year by 


the 40th annual governors' con- 
ference, was issued by the council 
of state governments. The 246- 
page report i« entitled "The Forty 
Eight State School Systems." 


Bawd principally on operations 


during the 1947-48 school year, 
the report said that Illinois resi- 
dents spent the lowest percentage 
of 1847 income among all states 
on elementary and high school 
education. 


The report said $14 out of every 


91,000 of personal income received 
by the people of Hinois goes to 
support public schools. 
The na- 


tional average was $23, and the 
highest state ratio was that of 
New Mexico, $36. 


The cost of public school opera- 


tion per pupil increased 
from 


$110.89 for the year 1937-38 in 
Illinois to $179.36 for 1947-48, the 
report said. This compared with 
an average rise for all states 
from $82.79 to $178.71. The cos 
last year was highest in New 
Hampshire, $260.80, and lowes 
in Mississippi, ..66.54. 


Salaries Are Up 


Illinois paid its teachers mor< 


than the national average salarj 
last year. The state average wa. 
$2.780. 16th highest in the nation 
The average for all states 
$2.440. 
Xew York's average 


$3 450 Tvaa high, and Mississipp 
was low with $1.293. 


The report said that Dlinoi 


teacher*' salaries have 
gaine 


only 4.6 per cent in purchasing 
power during the past 10 yean 


The average salary in the state 
in 1937-38 was $1,908. 


Requirements for teacher certi- 


fication 
in 
Illinois 
compared 


favorably with those of other 
states, a Bachelor's degree with 
1« semester hours of specialized 
professional training being the 
usual requirement for both pri- 
mary and secondary school teach- 
ers. Teachers can be certified by 
examination providing they have 
had 60 hours of college work. 


Although 3,000 elementary schoo; 


teacher 
replacements 
were re- 


quired this year, only 800 were 
prepared 
in 
four-year 
college 


programs. However, 2,200 grad 
uated from two-year courses. 


The report said that state aic 


for schools has more than doublec 
in Illinois during the past 10 
years, but the state share o 
support is less than half the 
national average.

The Right to Work Is Guaranteed 


by Our Constitution; Uphold It 


"There cannot be wrung from a constitutional right of 


workers to assemble to discuss improvement of their own 
working standards, a further constitutional right to drive 
from remunerative employment all other persons who will 
not or cannot, participate in union assemblies. The constitu- 
tional right of workers to assemble, to discuss and formulate 
plans for furthering their own self interest in jobs cannot be 
construed as a constitutional guarantee that none shall get 
and hold jobs except those who will join in the assembly or 
will agree to abide by the assembly's plans." 


That opinion was not written by some reactionary em- 


ployer with an anti-union bias. It was written by Justice 
Hugo Black of the United States Supreme Court, and it was 
unanimously approved by his colleagues in a case involving 
the right of states to prohibit the closed shop. The union 
had argued that the constitutional guarantees of free speech 
and assembly covered the closed shop. The court of last 
resort emphatically disagreed. 


Mr. Justice Black wrote, in formal language, a principle 


which needs restating. It is simply that the states have the 
power to protect the right of a man to work without joining 
a union. The closed shop is a denial of that right. It makes 
it impossible for a man to work at his trade and support him- 
self and his family unless he first joins a union and pays it 
tribute. How can that situation be reconciled with our con- 
cepts of individual freedom? 


Several states have now outlawed the closed shops and 


others are considering it. Justice Black's opinion—which 
has been buttressed by the opinions of other justices—un- 
equivocally guarantees that they have the right to do so.

Detroit, May -16—(AP)—The 


strike-crippled 'Ford Motor Co., 
where hardly a wheel now turns 
with 100,000 nfcn idle, promised 
"all possible assistance" today to 
any federal peace effort. 


On the 12th day of the tie-up of 


virtually all of its great string of 
factories, however, Ford indicated 
an adamant stand against union 
demands, declaring It would re- 
sist "to the utmost." 


This preceded another negotia- 


tion effort today. 


President Henry Ford II gave 


a qualified approval to govern- 
ment intervention as the strike's 
cost in wages 
and production 


spiraled to an unofficially es- 
timated $50,000,000 (M). 


Ford asked federal mediation 


chief Cyrus S. Ching to "weigh 
carefully" certain factors other 
than the strike itself before he 
stepped into the dispute. 


One of these was Ford's reiter- 


ated charge that the strike was 
"political," as a result, he said, of 
union factionalism. 


The striking CIO United Auto 


workers, who walked out May 5 
on a charge of "speed-up," have 
denied Ford's statement. In turn 
the union accused the company of 
setting up a "smoke-screen" to 
conceal the real issues." 


The company and UAW-CIO ex- 


changed charges after a weekend 
which saw: 


The eompanjPs rejection of a 


onion settlement offer and the 
union's rejection of a company 
counter-proposal. Each said the 
other had made no fundamental 
change in Ite position. 


2. A request for immediate 


federal intervention by UAW 
president Walter Reuther. 


3. A Ford statement indicat- 


ing that the company would be 
cool toward a reopening of new 
contract 
negotiations 
If 
the 


strike remains unsettled. 
Ford said it felt "most emphati- 


cally" that with the strike in ef- 
fect "the atmospere would not lend 
itaelf to an orderly and reasonable 
settlement" of a contract. 


The company said, however, 


that it hoped to be able to start 
work on the contract June 1. The 
union had asked that the talks 
start today.

New Midget Type 


Plane Can Land 


on Tennis Court 


Boston, May 16—(AP)—A small 


plane which can fly as slow as 27 
miles an hour and land on a field 
the size of a tennis court has been 
developed by two college instruc- 
tors. 


Otto O. Koppen, professor of 


aeronautical engineering at Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology, 
and Lynn Bellinger, a Harvard 
business school instructor, an- 
nounced yesterday that they have 
been working on the craft for three 
years. 


They call it a "helioplane" be- 


cauae it combines the appearance 
of a conventional plane with the 
advantages of a helicopter. 


The helioplane, which has been 


undergoing tests for the past 
month, makes little more noise 
than an automobile. 


The two developers of the craft 


said it won't stall or spin and will 
clear a five-story building only 
100 yarde from a take-off point. 
They also claimed it will descend 
at a slower vertical rate than a 
parachutist—with a forward speed 
of only 27 miles an hour. 


The first model of the craft was 


described 
as a 
two-passenger, 


high-wing 
monoplane 
equipped 


with a large, two-bladed propeller 
and an 85-horsepower engine. 


Professor Koppen said the large 


wing spread and the large propel- 
ler enables the plane to stay aloft 
and descend at such slow speed.

Dr. Shelby D. Gerking, zoolo- 


gist at Indiana university, gave 
that tip to anglers today after 
studying home-life of fish in Rich- 
land creek near here. 


The professor 
marked off a 


quarter-mile section of the stream 
into four parts. He then shocked 
the fish into insensibility with two 
electrodes placed in the water. 


Survey workers 
marked each 


fish with distinctive fin notches 
and placed them back in the water. 
A month later 75 per cent of the 
fish were in the same sections of 
the quarter-mile stretch. 


"Our study isn't complete," Dr. 


Gerking said, "since we caught 
only a small number of small- 
mouth an$ largemouth bass, and 
we've found they travel more than 
other types." 


But he said "We discovered that 


long-ear sunfish. 
green 
sunfiah 


and rock bass definitely stay in 
one narrow locality."

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What Holds Cost of Living 
Up When 'Raw9 Costs Decline? 


By SAM DAWSON 


New York, May 
1«—(AP)—• 


What is holding the cost of living 
up, when the price of basic raw 
materials has fallen so far since 
last fall?" 


Commodity prices, at wholesale, 


have retreated since then about 
half way back to their OPA levels, 
on the average. But the cost of 
living has dropped only about one- 
eighth of the way. However, the 
average weekly wage in factories 
—out of which the worker bears 
the cost of living—is about one- 
twelfth of the way back. 


In other words, the recession so 


far adds up to this: 


Producers are getting con- 


siderably less for many raw 
materials—but not alL 
It 


costs almost as much to live 
as it did last year. And the 
workers' average pay has been 
only slightly touched, 80 far. 


Roughly, the same factors 


that retarded the cost of 
living's pace upward In the 
months when wholesale com- 
modities were soaring are now 
acting as a drag as it slips 
slightly lower. 
Between June, 1946, and Janu- 


ary, 1948. wholesale commodities 
went up at a dizzy pace. The 
cost of living climbed steadily 
but more slowly. Between Janu- 
ary and September of last year, 
commodities as a whole were on 
the downgrade, but the cost of 
living still edged upwards. Since 
then the cost of living has re- 
ceded, but much more slowly than 
the falling prices. 


Rem. controls and price absorp- 


tion by precessors and retailers 
acted as a drag on the cost of 
living on the upgrade. Braking 
the decline of the cost of living 
now are: rents, as high and ap- 
parently going higher; the normal 
time lag between retail and whole- 
sale price changes; continued high 
labor costs; continued high taxes; 
and, of course, substantial profits. 


Earnings Are Up 


Earnings continued to rise last 


fall and winter after commodity 
prices turned down. 
Earnings 


averaged higher 
in the 
first 


quarter of this year than a year 
ago, although every one this year 
was talking about the recession. 
Plant expansion absorbed most of 
the warnings, but dividends went 
a little higher, too. 


Look at what happened since 


OPA in the Associated Press 
wholesale index of 35 commodi- 
ties: 


June 15, 1946, the Index, In 


which 1928 prices are 100, 
stood at 120.65. By January 
15,1948, it has reached 207.61. 
It was back to 186.41 by Sep~ ... 
tember Iff, 1948. Today It to 
around 155.S6. In other words, 
hi September It was 65.76 
points higher than In the

dying days of OPA, and since 
September has dropped 81.05 
points. 
Of course, the price pattern of 


these commoditiies is far from 
uniform. Although the average is 
lower now than last September, 
some important commodities are 
unchanged: petroleum, linseed oil, 
coffee, rayon and tin. Some are 
even higher now 
than 
then: 


bituminous coal, turpentine, sugar, 
lamb, wheat, cotton, silk and 
antimony. 
The greatest drops, 


percentagewise, 
have 
been in 


cocoa, lard, steel scraps, hogs, 
cattle, corn, cotton cloth, zinc, 
lead and copper. 


Some Exceptions 


While some commodities are 


still well above their June, 1946, 
level, there are some notable ex- 
ceptions, now lower than OPA: 
corn, oats, turpentine, rye, cot- 
ton cloth, silk, antimony, lard, and 
rubber. 


The cost of living index of the 


bureau of statistics, based on the 
1935-39 average as 100, stood at 
133.3 for June, 1946, climbed to 
168.8 in January, 1948, and to 
174.5 last September. The last 
available figure, for March, shows 
it back to 169.5, and probably 
sinking slowly since then. 


While the cost of living ad- 


vanced by 41.2 between OPA's 
last days and September, 1948, it 
has retreated only 5.0 since then.

Holland tunnel gave America a 
needed peacetime lesson of what 
could happen in war. 


It was a small-scale example ot 


how vulnerable a great city is to- 
day. 


The Holland vehicular tunnel 


runs beneath the Hudson river and 
joins Manhattan and Jersey City. 
It has twin tubes, each more than 
9,000 feet long. 
« 


The accidental blast t>ed up 


traffic in the east bound tube for 
more than a day. It temporarily 
interrupted news, television, tele- 
phone and wirephoto circuits. 


But what would happen if a band 


of desperate, highly trained men 
made a determined attempt to 
knock out New York City? This 
thought keeps police officials nerv- 
ous about the activities of politi- 
cal groups who believe in changing 
governments by force. 


It has been estimated that as 


few as five atom bombs, properly 
placed, would render the metropo- 
lis nearly helpless. 


But it wouldn't require atom 


bombs to plunge the city into a 
period of chaos. An internal fifth 
column of revolutionary techni- 
cians could conceivably accomplish 
this objective—for a time. 
For 


vital hours or days they might 
slow or nearly halt the pulsing 
heart of the greatest city ever 
built. 


That heart is Manhattan, where 


huge corporations headquarters in 
the tallest towers beneath the sky. 


Important to All 


This small island is the most in- 


tricate thing ever devised by the 
mind and labor of man. It is a 
few square miles of beauty, ugli- 
ness, life and death, poverty and 
wealth. But is is very important 
to all America, It is more than 
just an artificial orchid on the 
land, more than a parasite on the 
rest of the nation. 


With its vast port and its many 


talents, it gives as well as takes, 
creates as well as absorbs. Like 
other cities it is no longer just a 
blight on the countryside. 
It 


clothes the farmers who feed it, 


and It fends them cash and radio 
programs in exchange for their 
corn. They depend on it as it de- 
pends on them. 


But like all complicated things, 


it is easily disturbed and can't 
reproduce itself well. Cut an arm 
off a starfish and the starfish will 
grow another arm. And the sev- 
ered arm will grow another star- 
fish. 
Not So Facile 


Manhattan—or any other big 


City—-isn't so facile at repairing 
itself. 
It is as dependent on supplies 


as the human brain is on blood. 


The arteries that feed Manhat- 


tan are a system of some 30 chan- 
nels that include the Holland tun- 
nel, public utility tubes, vehicular 
and railway tunnels and bridges. 
They joint it west, north and east 
to New Jersey, the Bronx, and 
Long Island. 


Choke these channels or de- 


stroy them and Manhattan would 
black out like the brain deprived 
of blood. It might not die—but 
it would certainly faint. 


Prepare Now 


It is within the range of pos- 


sibility that a band of fanatic men 
could attack and destroy, or at 
least interrupt, these 30 channels 
simultaneously — and stir wide 
panic. 
And who is there to say 


that such a thing never will be 
attempted in an insecure world?" 


The lesson of the Holland tunnel 


blast is the same as that of the 
Texas City explosion. Now is the 
time for all wise cities—and na- 
tions—to set up systems to pro- 
tect themselves against disasters, 
designed or accidental.

General Lucius Clay, having writ- 
ten aome of the great history of 
our time, is hankering to get 
home from Germany so that he 
ca go fishin'. 


Now that's grand news. It's 


good to know that our military 
commander on the cold-war front 
belongs to that great fraternity 
which recognizes fishin* as one of 
the most important things in life. 
There's nothing which will put 
an overworked man on his feet 
quicker than to get back to na- 
ture with rod and line. 
There's 


no music so soothing to frayed 
nerves as the song of a running 
. reel 


But fishin' is more than a pick- 


me-up for weary nerves. By tak- 
ing a chap out of the hurly-burly 
of every-day life it gives him a

A FAVORITE trick of those who would like to 
destroy confidence in newspapers as the first 
step to doing away with them is to complain 
that they are the tools of special interests 
dangerous to the people. Sometimes they say 
it is the bankers or the politicians or the labor 
unions or the advertisers—whatever fits the 
occasion. 


Uaiatty the critics have their own axes to 


grind. What they want published are their own 
opinions and not contrary ones. They would 
like to be the "special interests" represented 
exclusively in the newspapers.

If such people had their way, 


there would not be the news- 
paper as you know it today. 
They would eliminate the great 
variety of facts and opinions 
that appear and without which 
democracy would not work. 


To exercise your rights as a 


free citizen, you must have free 
access to information. You must 
know about laws and prices and 


theories and movements so that you can 
approve or protest. Ignorant of events and 
trends, you would not be able to keep your 
representatives in government representing 
you. 


Now you get the facts of what takes place 


and yon get the opinions of why they take 
place and what should be done. You get all 
sides of questions—statements by bankers and 
borrowers, businessmen and labor leaders, gov- 
ernment officials and private citizens. The 
editor has his views too but he can't limit his 
pages to them. Readers include all sorts of 
people and all shades of opinions. If the editor 
wears any kind of a collar, it doesn't belong to 
one man or group. The leash is 
held by all his readers. 


What the critics don't want 


and are afraid of is the diversity 
of facts and opinions brought to 
you by newspapers. '1 hey actu- 
ally want a one-class, one-idea 
press—the kind that Hitler had 
and that Stalin runs today. If 
they succeed, it will sound the death knell of 
freedom in America. 


These critics are your enemies as much as 


they arc enemies of the nev. spapdrs. When they 
take away the right of a free press, they take it 
a\vay from you. They knou that if they can con- 
trol what you read they can control your mind— 
and you. Working sometimes openly as com- 
mittees with high-sounding slogans, they are 
blueprinting what you shall and shall not read. 


There is nothing particularly new in the pat- 


tern But you cannot ignore it without risk. If 
you permit these self-styled leaders to take 
a\\ay your right to read what you want, when 
instead of a free exchange of facts and opinions, 
you decide to depend on the propaganda they 
hand out, you will have taken the first stejw 
towards the loss of ill your rights M a free 
citizen.

Trumanite* Hope to Pass 


Housing Bill This Week 


By FANCIS M. LE MAY 


Washington, May 16—(AP)— 


Democratic leaders hope to hand 
President Truman this week, at 
last, one major victory in his pro- 
gram. 
This would be in housing. 


The house tentatively set a vote 


for Thursday or Friday on the ad- 
ministration's multi-billion dollar 
housing bill. It calls for a far- 
flung program of slum clearance, 
low-rent public housing and farm 
housing aids. 


House passage would head the 


legislation toward the president's 
desk. The senate approved it Ap- 
ril 21 by a top-heavy 57 to 13 vote. 


However, there still is a possibil- 


ity the measure may be delayed 
in the house rules committee. 
Moreover, Republicans and some 
Democrats are expected to try to 
amend it on the floor. 


Meanwhile, other parts of Tru- 


man's program still hit'rough or 
slow going. 
/ 


They Compromised 


In ,the first four and a halt 


months of this congress Truman 
has seen passed only one major 
bill based on his domestic legisla- 
tive proposals of the 1948 politi- 
cal campaign. That one, continu- 
ing rent control, was not quite 
what he wanted, in a number of 
ways. 


Now, 
with only two and a halt 


months remaining before congress 
is supposed to adjourn, here is 
about the way other portions of 
his program are getting on: 


Taxes—Economy blocks on both 


sides of the capitol are crying for 
slashes in government spending— 
instead of tax boosts. 
Truman 


wants a $4000,000,000 tax in- 
crease. If congress cannot balance 
the budget by economy, it may try 
to find means of getting more 
money in the treasury in the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 


Labor—There are behind the 


scenes effort to find a compro- 
mise, following hpuse defeat of the 
first effort of administration forces 
to repeal the Taft-Hartley labor 
law. 
No date is set for a new 


showdown in either house. 
The 


problem is to find a way to deal 
with national emergency strikes. 
This involves decisions on whether 
to use injunctions, plant seizures, 
or both. 


Log Jam Seen 


Social Security—The house ways 


and means committee now is work- 
ing on a bill. Indications now are 
that it is disposed to write one to 
Truman's liking, going well along 
the way with his requests for 
boosting benefits. 
But this bill 


may get caugfit in a session-end 
legislative logjam. 


Education—The senate has ap- 


proved a bill providing $300,000,- 
000 in federal aid to schools. Dem- 
ocratic leaders think it has a good 
chance of passing the house, too
